cause of it's volatile nature, will prob- 
ably remain there until after the election 
Le all encompassing bill, were 
it to become law, would end discrimination 
against gay people in many fields via am- 
ending the 1964 Civil Rights Act, the 1968 
Fair Housing Law, and the 1974 Equality of 
“ducation Law.In education it would end 
discrimination against teachers and stud- 
ents; gay students would qualify, as a 
discriminated minority, for special educa- 
tional financial aid. It would prohibit 
employment agencies, state and local gov- 
ernments, unions, and other svecial inter- 
est sroups (including organized religions) 
from discriminating, When an individual 
can prove discrimination in housing is 
based on sexual or affectional preference 
a fine may be imposed upon the landlord, 
with the plaintiff determining the amount 
af that fine Cup to $500)... The law would 
also require businesses to vost notices 
reading "we do not discriminate on the ba 
Sis of sexual orientation or affectional 
preference", 

This bill seems almost too good to be pos 
sible, and it's chances of passing into 
law are not considered remote. Best of all 
the law would be totally binding on the 
states, 

There was, last fall, a: position change in 
the various departments of the executive 
branch of the government which ended hir- 
ing discrimination based on sexual orien- 
tation or affectional preference, except 
for the Departments of State and Defense, 
The dept. of Housing and Urban Develovment 
recently resolved a test case in favor of 
gay people, although they do not yet have 
a specific clause in their regulations fo 
same. In general, things in Washington 
are looking rood.

ams requesting interviews with gay players, to provide its readers with positive images. 
n Mee, public relations director for the Minnesota Twins baseball club, wrote back. that he 
tf the tragic misfits espoused by 


s disgusted and revolted: "The cop-out, immoral life style o 
ir publication has no place in organized athletics at any level. Your colossal gall in ee 
npting to extend your perversion to an area of total manhood is just simply unthinkable.’ 

As a result of Mr. Mee's reply, Washington Star sports editor David Burgin assigned Ms. 
nm Rosellini to write a four-part series on hom 1osexuality i in professional athletics last De- 
nber. Dave Kopay, co-captain of the 1963 University of Washington Rose Bowl team and 10- 
ar veteran of-.the National Football League, read the first gah oe and decided to come out 
blicly in the series. This action by the former running back (the Gay News description of 
nas a "funning" back is more intriguing) provided the gay tiberes ion movement with a new 
ro and the Rosellini series created more publicity on the subject of gay professional ath— 
tes than Tom Mee could have imagined. 

Interviews with 60 players, coaches, team doctors, officiais, etc., revealed some not 
ry surprising facts: the percentage of gay males in athletics is the same as in the gener- 

population; perhaps up to 20 percent of female athletes are gay; some of the biggest names 
pro football, including at least three starting NFL quarterbacks, are gay; gay women golf- 
s and tennis stars are often able to travel with their lovers because other female athletes 
e less homophobic than their male counterparts. Straight track star Kathy Switzer's attitude 
y be typical: "I can never understand why society throws roadblocks in the path of people 

o want to lead their own lives." | 

Less than a handful of the gay interviewees were willing to make their names public. Not 
ly would their playing careers end, but additional income from products endorsements and 
her business opportunities would Ke lost. Much of the public reaction to Rosellini's series 
d Kopay's story justifies those fears. The Los Angeles Times refused to carry the story be- 
use "It wouldn't be good for the game. It It would be bad for the world of sports in general. 

would destroy our culture." Some fans' comments about Kopay: "I hope they never let the 
Mic Dace inte pro Tootbai lt,” or, ean that horrible.

Why such hostility? Dr. Allan Bell of the Kinsey Institute says "Heterosexual males are 
ared out of their minds by men engaging in homosexual behavior. What shocks people is that 
ese individuals, male or female, are acting out of character.” isi Albert Ellis: "Society 
ill tends to identify gayness with lack of masculinity. Sports is a particularly bigoted 
ea, because sports is identified with the macho, masculine image." Kopay adds, "it Lmy 
ory | will destroy a lot of myths. I mean, I really was the typical jock stereotype. I loved 
aying ball - - I still do. I did all the right things the coaches told me to do. I was suc- 
ssful - - I was tough. And all the time I knew I loved men." 

What effect do societal attitudes have on the athletes themselves? Bill Tilden, 10 times 
rest Hills and Wimbledon champion (1920- 25) was shunned by the tennis establishment after 
s homosexuality became public; he died penniless. Former jockey and Canadian racing steward 
hn Damien was fired simply for being homosexual. A well-known female tennis star was per- 
aded not to reveal her lesbianism because she would lose endorsements income. All athletes 
terviewed said their homosexuality was never a problem in the locker room or in the playing 
ena, at least not for them. They resent having to use understanding friends-of the -opposite 
x as dates for team, community, and public relations events, while their lovers remain at 
me. Many males, especially, feel they mist marry and produce children to bolster the public 
age of maculinity the fans demand. Tom Maurer, gay former Ohio University tackle, says 
ost gay athletes are actually bisexual. But they would prefer being with men. ... They 
ink they are going to get married and forget about men. But they don't. When they're having 
x with their wives, they have to fantasize about aman." Maurer's interpretation of bi- 
xuality seems to be on rather shaky ground. | | 

some gay and non-gay athletes blame coaches, before cohlege, for turning boys toward 
mosexuality, because they equate masculinity with physical coordination, ability to with- 
and pain, and especially a disdain for all things "feminine." The boys who think they fail 

measure-up may give up and become gay. This approach overlooks the fact that many gay men, 
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a number of coaches believe that such conditiong causes ee identity problems in auiOae 
athletes, regardless of orientation, and that lack of self-esteem, not homosexuality, is 
result for those who feel they do not measure up to expectations. Sports psychologist 

ee Ogilvie points out that all healthy, unblocked personalities are composed of mixtures 
hose qualities incorrectly but commonly classified as "masculine" and "feminine." 

This dichotomous thinking seems to be behind Dr. Irving Bieber's explanation of why he 
others believe gay baseball players are nonexistent. Bieber has often irritated gay Lib- 
iionists with his analyses of homosexual behavior. Gays, according to him, are afraid of 
ig hurt; in the case of baseball by thrown, pitched, or batted balls, which they fear will 
ire theirs. He completely ignores the fact that many gays are known to play football, a 
+ with a higher injury rate than baseball. 

As for Dave Kopay, he says aside from family, he has gotten only positive reactions 
1 friends and former colleagues. He is appearing on talk shows, accepting speaking engage- 
{S, and trying to finish a book on his experience ees on "human" liberation. "My coming 
has opened up a lot of opportunities for me. That's probably another myth we can discred- - 
Some of us think public exposure is the end of the world. For me, it seems to be the be- 
ling of a new one." | 


TER FROM JEANETTE F, REIBMAN, STATE SENATOR: | 

Before the April 27 Pennsylvania primary, letters were sent to all the major senatorial 
lidates inquiring about their positions concerning federal gay rights legislation. Only 
iette Reibman answered, and her reply arrived too late for inclusion in the April "News- 
ser." Since her letter is applicable to legislation that will come up for vote in the 
isylvania legislature at some later date, it is reprinted below in toto. 





No rights are absolute. As former Justice Holmes said, the right to free 
speech does not include the right to yell "fire" in a crowded theater. | 
I have opposed discrimination on the grounds of race, creed, color, sex, and 
sexual preference, among others, and will contime to do so. They are not totally 
similar, however. One cannot impose one's race, color, or sex on another person. 
One can seek to impose one's creed or sexual preference on another. That is an im- 
portant difference, one too little recognized in discussions of discriminations. 
This difference is part of the reason I voted for Senate Bill 743, which 
passed the Senate last November by a vote of 44-2. It would prohibit homosexuals 
from employment in certain circumstances. Not every one views this bill the same 
way, although, as the vote indicated, there was Pe difference of opinion in 
the Senate. 
ft oppose anyone convicted of a sex crime from being in certain jobs. I also 
oppose such employment where sexual preference can present a potential problen, 
even in the absence of a criminal record. We do not, for example, place heterosexual 
males as matrons |Lsic]| in women's prisons for just this reason. This in no way is 
regarded as a reflection on their character or integrity, which may be excellent. 
It simply is not a good idea. 
In short, I would support a sneha in Congress %o ban discrimination on the 
basis of geodin' or affectional preference where legal rights are affected.

In contrast to the usually sad and sensationalistic "gay" novels of past 
years, a refreshing treatment of gay characters can often be found in histori- 
cal fiction, for example in the works of Mary Renault. For years she has im- 
bued homosexuality and the gay characters who people her novels with warmth and 
positive qualities; she treats the subject as naturally as did ths world of 
classical Greece in which her works are set. Even in The King Must Die or The 
Mask of Apollo, where the major characters are not gay, there is still a warm > 
understanding for the minor ones who are, and most notable in the latter book 
is the brief appearance of the young and beautiful Alexander ("The Great") and 
his life-long lover Hephaistion, The development of their love and Alexander's 
life from childhood to age twenty forms the basis of Renault's next novel, The 
Fire From Heaven, Finally, in The Persian Boy, Alexander's career of world =~ - 

conquest is followed to its end by the narrator Bagaos, who was a real histori- 
cal character, Persian slave-boy and lover of Alexander, All these novels are 
warm, wonderful and immensely readable, | | 

The bi-sexuality of ancient Grecian culture is also a strong, though not 
so warm, element in Frank Yerby's novel Goat Song, story of Ariston the Spartan 
who rises from the brothels to be a warrior hero, and wnose ravishing beauty 
affects both sexes. Also not to be forgotten is the classical satire of Nero's 
decadent Rome, The Satyricon of Petronius Arbiter, filled with gay characters 
and basis for the flim Fellini Satyricon. 

In a different vein arse historical works and biographies such as Georgina 
Masson's Queen Christina, which richly details the colorful life of the lesbian 
Qusen of Sweden (17th-century), who for decades was the talk of Europe. Touch- 
ing is her long-lasting relationship with the beautiful Eoba Sparres; the only 
negative aspect of the book is the author's need to find the"cause"™of Chris- 
tina'ts homosexual component. Also interesting is Philippe Erlanger's The King! 
Minion, which chronicles the political repercussions of the affair of Louis 
ALII and Henri de Cinqg-Mars,
